T he tattoo on his left 
hand simply read “786”. 
In his wallet, along with 
a fake Italian driving 
licence, was a photograph of a 
woman. 

The Asian man in his 20s was 
found washed up in the Thames 


at Ballast Quay, just south of the 
Isle of Dogs on January 10, 2011. 
His body had been in the river 
for seven days. 

His real name remains a 
mystery as do the circumstances 
which led him into the river. 
Somewhere, someone must be 
missing him and wondering 
why he disappeared. 

There are 235 deaths currently 



listed as unidentified in the 
capital from records dating back 
to the 1960s. 

The database by the UK 
Missing Persons Bureau shows 
bodies are found all over 
London, but east of the City 
and along the Thames features 
repeatedly. 

No-one knows who they are 
but it’s easy to presume most 


slipped through the net and 
ended up on the streets. 

Keith Fernett, chief executive 
of charity Anchor House, which 
operates a homeless hostel in 
Canning Town, said the reason 
for this location arose from a 
cycle of poverty. 

‘The national hotspot is 
London,” he said.

Tube stations hit 
by staff cutbacks 

EAST LONDON The full extent 
of staff cuts on the Tube have 
been disclosed and east London 
will be suffering disproportion¬ 
ately, says Labour's John Biggs. 

Staffing figures for Tower 
Hamlets will be cut by 33%, 
while Newham will lose 55%. 

London Assembly member Mr 
Biggs, said: "It beggars belief 
that with Tube fares due to rise 
by 2.5%, Mayor Boris Johnson 
has the nerve to cut front line 
staffing levels at stations." 

£4.5m scheme to 
build new theatre 

STRATFORD Theatre Royal 
Stratford East is looking to build 
a new theatre - the Red Crate - 
in the Cultural Quarter. 

The sister building to the 
National Theatre's temporary 
space will open in 2015 if the 
£4.5million fundraising campaign 
is successful. 

Sited next to an empty 
catering unit, opposite the 
existing theatre, the Red Crate 
would offer 220 seats as well as a 
new cafe and bar. 

Artistic director Kerry Michael 
said the space would answer a 
demand for new work. 


Concrete plant idea 
collapses into dust

Port of London denies 
decision is a setback for 
river, writes Rob Virtue 

R iver bosses have denied a scheme 
to reactivate wharves along the 
Thames is in jeopardy after Central 
Government rejected a proposal 
to turn an east London site into a concrete 
batching plant. 

The Communities Secretary backed a 
planning inspectorate report against the 
Orchard Wharf proposal next to the East India 
Dock basin because of its impact on nearby 
homes in Virginia Quay. 

The scheme had been twice turned down by 
Tower Hamlets councillors against the advice 
of officers. 

It came 17 years after the then Mayor of 
London Ken Livingstone placed the site on the 
“Safeguarded Wharves” list to keep it as a base 
for transporting freight along the river. 

His aim was to keep the commercial river 
alive as well as reduce road traffic. 

The Port of London Authority, which backed 
the concrete plant, said the wharf was still 
earmarked for commercial industrial use. 

The PLA was now decided to buy up the land 
to keep it safe for future commercial use. 


The PLA’s director of planning and 
environment Jim Trimmer said: “Over the last 
five years we’ve seen use of the river to move 
freight grow from two million tonnes a year to 
five million tonnes in 2013. 

“That kind of growth is only possible if you’ve 
got the wharves on which to handle the cargo. 

“That’s why the policy of safeguarding 
wharves is so important and why we welcome 
this important step forward. We can now focus 
on getting this wharf back into use.” 

London Concrete and Aggregate Industries 
argued Orchard Wharf was the best site they 
had found on the Thames for its batching 
plant. 

But in the appeal Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles agreed with previous decisions, which 
said the site, close to residential property at 
Virginia Quay and Trinity Buoy Wharf, was not 
suitable. 

Conservative councillor Peter Golds, a 
long-term campaigner against the devel¬ 
opment, said: ‘The idea of concrete batching in 
the immediate vicinity of an area zoned for new 
housing was always wrong.” 

But Mr Pickles said he would not rule out a 
more suitable batching plant for the Orchard 
Wharf site in the future. 

“There is every reason to suppose that 
reactivation, including a batching plant, could 
be achieved with a better design and layout, 
ideally by including the same extent of plant 
and storage but, if not, through scaling it down,” 
he said.

“You get gangmasters bringing in 
people on a regular basis, immigrants 
head to London, and the East End has 
historically been a point of entry. 

“Then they get trapped in the 
poverty of these boroughs, which also 
has high instances of offending. And if 
those people are not at Anchor House 
then where are they?” 

Working at the east London centre 
for a decade, Keith has seen a number 
of cases where people have died or 
been close to dying in similar circum¬ 
stances. 

The charity now establishes the 
identification of every person it comes 
into contact with. 

“We did that because a few years 
ago we discovered one of our residents 
was a heroin user and he disappeared,” 
said Keith. 

“After a few days we called the 
police and they made inquiries but 
nothing happened. We then contacted 
his family who called the police again. 

“They finally found him in the 
mortuary at Newham Hospital where 
he had been laying dead for two 
weeks. 

“Society doesn’t take the same 
consideration for someone they 
believe is homeless or an immigrant 
that they would for me and you.” 


CASE STUDIES 


■ A white male was found dead 
in the Thames by Pipers Wharf in 
Greenwich on May 6, 2008. He was 
aged between 50 and 65. Traces 

of prescription drugs believed 
to cause suicidal thoughts when 
mixed with other drugs were 
found in his bloodstream. 

■ It was a clear August day in 
2007, when the blue suited man

And, according to Keith, it’s a 
problem which is growing. This, in part, 
is due to the negative coverage given 
towards those in poverty through TV 
programmes such as Benefits Street, he 


in his 40s collapsed and died on a 
street in Greenwich Peninsula. 

His only possessions were £1.51 
in cash and a yellow band on his 
wedding finger. A post mortem 
found he had 2kg of heroin in his 
stomach. Police suspected he was 
a drugs mule from Nigeria as he 
also had an airline baggage label 
in his pocket.

says, which has contributed to society 
“hardening” its views towards those 
on the streets. 

The tragic result is isolation and, far 
too frequently, an anonymous death. 

The lifestyle of those living on the 
streets also dramatically increases the 
risk of a premature death, very often 
in east London’s vast waterways. 

“Only yesterday I had to talk very 
harshly to an east European man who 
is an alcoholic and I told him ‘if you 
carry on you’ll be found dead in the 
Thames’ because he’ll lose control of 
himself and won’t know where he is,” 
said Keith. 

“We’ve had people who were 
growing up in the East End who 20 
years ago would swim in the Royal 
Docks. And someone decided to 
continue that, in November, days after 
leaving hospital with a heart illness. 
How close must he have come to 
dying?” 

The figures of unidentified deaths 
is only likely to increase as the capital 
suffers the effects of a housing crisis at 
a time of a major population growth. 

Anchor House currently has 190 
bed spaces but 606 referrals from the 
authorities in what Keith calls a huge 
rise of people sleeping on the streets. 

“It’s affecting people from all walks 
of life now,” said Keith. 

‘We found a mother and her two 
children living under the Bow Round¬ 
about recently. They were English. 
These people are out there.” 
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Four-year 
quest for 
justice is 
complete

A FOUR-YEAR search for 
justice by the family of 
Ibrahim Ghrib finally received 
some reward after two men 
were found guilty of his 
manslaughter. 

The 20-year-old and his 
girlfriend were attacked at 
Shadwell Basin and in the 
struggle he ended up in the 
freezing water. 

Despite heroic attempts by 
passers-by Ibrahim drowned 
in the March 2010 incident and 
his body was not recovered 
until the next morning. 

On Friday, Amran 
Chowdhury, 27, and Misba 
Chowdury 23, both of Whitney 
Avenue in Ilford, were 
convicted of manslaughter. 
Amran’s girlfriend Steffi 
Rai, 27, of Holloway Circus 
Queensway in Birmingham, 
was convicted of perverting 
the course of justice for 
helping him evade arrest. 

On the evening of the 
killing, Amran left Rai’s flat 
overlooking the basin and 


together with his brother 
Misba confronted Ibrahim and 
his girlfriend for a reason that 
has never emerged. 

Ibrahim’s girlfriend was hit 
in the face with a bottle, while 
a group surrounded Ibrahim. 
As she went to help him she 
was hit again, briefly losing 
consciousness. 

She could hear Ibrahim 
shouting from the water as 
the group ran off. Two men 
went to help and made their

way into the basin but were 
beaten by the cold. An autopsy 
failed to confirm whether he 
had been deliberately pushed 
into the water. 

Misba was arrested while 
his brother handed himself in 
three days later. 

Rai denied knowing about 
the death despite being seen 
watching it from her third 
floor balcony. 

All three cases were initially 
dropped due to insufficient 
evidence but the case was 
reviewed and the Crown 
Prosecution Service decided to 
push for a trial. 

Det Con Darrell Etchells, 
from the Homicide and 
Major Crime Command, said: 
“No motive has ever been 
discovered for the attack but 
I hope Ibrahim’s family can 
find some peace in the fact 
that the jury are satisfied the 
Chowdhury brothers were 
responsible for his death.” 

A date for sentencing is yet 
to be confirmed.

CWG workers to 
get Living Wage 

WORKERS within Canary Wharf Group will 
now be guaranteed the London Living Wage. 

The firm becomes the first UK property 
and construction company to sign up to the 
scheme, which promises staff minimum hourly 
earnings of £8.80. 

CWG's chief executive and chairman Sir 
George lacobescu said: "The decision to pay 
a Living Wage underlines our appreciation 
of each and every member of staff and the 
communities around all our London develop¬ 
ments from which many of our colleagues 
come." 

The capital's Living Wage, which is set 
by the Greater London Authority, means 
employees and contractors are paid more 
than the national minimum wage of £6.31. 

Living Wage Foundation's director Rhys 
Moore said: "This brings the Living Wage to 
a new sector and to some of the most iconic 
development sites in the capital. 

"We anticipate that the leadership this 
commitment has shown will encourage others 
in the development and construction industry 
to consider how they reward the lowest paid 
members of their workforce."

Former petrolhead 
(and robot) talks 
about his new 
love of electric cars

S omewhere, in the flicker of 
an advertising guru’s mind, 
Red Dwarfs mechanoid 
Kryten is promoting 
electric cars. 

His alter-ego Robert Llewellyn 
believes the robot-with-a- 
conscience would jump at the 
chance to own one. 

“I could see him in a Tesla Model 
S which has a driving range of 
280 miles, which he’d love,” said 
Llewellyn. 

“There have always been Red 
Dwarf scenes discussing his 
sockets but there has never been 
one where Kryten is recharging, 
which I’ve always pushed for, so I 
imagine he would have some form 
of energy storage system. 

“He’d use that in the car through 
some sort of plug-in seat, where he 
could keep the car running. 

“As a car owner he would be 
desperate to tidy it all the time. 
And he’d be extremely environ¬ 
mentally conscious in a very 
neurotic way.” 

Llewellyn, presenter of 
Scrapheap Challenge and How Do 
They Do It? is a fan of the new 
growing technology. 

On Friday, he’s bringing his 
informative, challenging and 
funny show, Electric Cars Are 
Rubbish Aren’t They? to the Albany 
at Canada Water. 

Rather than attempting to 
convince the audience to embrace 
non-petrol vehicles, he’s looking to 
explain a few facts. 

Llewellyn, formerly a self- 
confessed petrolhead, now owns 
only electric vehicles. 

He said: “About 13 years 
ago I would see little 
signs, such as electric 
bikes appearing. And 
then one day I got a lift 
home from Scrapheap 
Challenge in a Toyota 
Prius. I’d never heard of it before 
and was stunned at how quiet it 
was. It felt like it was being towed.” 

On impulse Robert bought his 
own electric hybrid Prius, ditching 
his “gas-guzzling” Golf R32. 

“I found it life-changing but 
some of my manly engineering 
mates said I’d turned up in a ‘poofs 
milk float’. I’d just like to add I 
don’t agree with such homophobic 
language. And my masculinity 
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remained 
intact.” 

He 

went on to owe the car his 
life after he was hit by a vehicle 
going about 50mph. Robert was 
protected from much more serious 
injury by an air bag in the door. 

Now owner of a full electric 
car, the Nissan Leaf, he would 
recommend the move to electric 
vehicles but said people were 
already heading in that direction. 

Llewellyn has been performing

the show since around 2011 and 
over that time, he said views had 
shifted. 

“At the beginning it was the 
‘Clarkson attitude’ which 90% of 
the audience had,” he said. 

‘That’s now changed but people 
still think ‘that’s not right for me, 
it’s too expensive, you have to 
charge’ - they are all legitimate 
reasons but the underlying view is 
it’s a good idea.”

POLICE seized two cars last week 
at a "Fast and Furious" gathering 
in Beckton.

Cllr Unmesh Desai, cabinet

their modified cars, but unfortu¬ 
nately there is often anti-social 
behaviour associated with these 
events carried out by a minority 
of individuals. 

"Let this be a warning to 
drivers of modified cars. We are 
aware of these events in our 
borough and we will be back to 
crack down on any anti-social 
behaviour and seize cars that are 


being driven recklessly, illegally or 
without insurance." 

The two cars seized on 
September 13 were being driven 
without insurance. 

Warnings were issued to 
another nine drivers who were 
acting irresponsibly. 

In 2010, a 23-year-old driver 
was killed when his car hit a wall 
near Cyprus DLR station during a 
night meeting of car enthusiasts.

Why George I made an 
underwhelming arrival 


T he 300th anniversary of the arrival of King 
George I in Britain was celebrated with a 
re-enactment by Old Royal Naval College 
(ORNC) in Greenwich, last week. 

The new king first set foot on British soil at 
the Water Gates of Sir Christopher Wren’s Royal 
Hospital for Seamen, now the Old Royal Naval 
College on September 18,1714. His entourage 
included 18 cooks and two mistresses. 

However, the arrival did not go quite to plan 
according to Carla Paulis, a volunteer guide at 

ORNC, who said everyone cheered 
the wrong man. 

“By the time the real king 
disembarked only a few 
stragglers were left to 
greet him.” 

The arrival was 
captured by artist Sir 
James Thornhill in one of 
the paintings in the upper 
hall of the Painted Hall at the 
ORNC. 

King George I is depicted inside a chariot in 
Roman costume, and appears with the figure of St 
George defeating a dragon, representing the papacy 
and the family of the deposed James II. 

The centrepiece of the west wall of the Painted 
Hall is a striking family portrait of the new royal 
family, minus George’s wife, Sophia Dorothea, who 
was imprisoned in Germany. 

When Thornhill asked George I where he should 
depict his wife he replied: “I don’t care. Under the 
carpet if you like.”

T ransport for London is 

planning to close nearly all 
Underground ticket offices, 
including Canary Wharf, as the 
world uses Oysters and other 
contactless tickets.

And nowadays 
we live in a world where there is 
little sympathy for public sector 
workers, unless of course they 
are "essential" - teachers, nurses,

Even essential jobs 
have seen cuts to 
reduce public deficit 

those sectors have seen cuts as 
well. 

Maybe we cannot afford 
them - we do after all need to 
manage the public deficit. The 
requirement to find efficiencies 
is a good driver of change in any 
organisation, particularly if it 
wants to compete, or is spending 
your money. 

But sooner or later, as class 
sizes grow, as hospital waiting 
lists get longer, as the helpline 
you call takes even longer to be 
answered, we will need to sit 
down and work out again what 
our priorities are. That day will 
come. But it will be a while yet. 

Meanwhile, our Mayor 
Boris Johnson is running off to 
Parliament. 

Will he save us? With Scotland, 
Syria, Europe all demanding 
attention, let's hope someone 
can. I'm not 
convinced it's him 
though.

Greenwich Comedy Festival is now 
under way and starring on Saturday 
night is Andrew Maxwell. He talks 
to Rob Virtue about the late, great 
Malcolm Hardee and performing in 
front of south-east London geezers. 

■ You're a bit of a Greenwich 
veteran. 

Yes I’ve been performing across the 
area for around 20 years and my 
first UK gig was at Up The Creek in 
Greenwich, then run by the great 
Malcolm Hardee, who is sadly 
no longer with us. But his legacy 
continues through his step-son Will 
who runs the Greenwich festival. 

■ Were you close to Malcolm? 

Very much so. He took me under his 
wing when I arrived in London. He 
was a real villain with a heart of gold 
type. 

He used to take me out on his 
boat, which was moored up at the 
yacht club in Greenwich. I remember 
smashing back a bottle of rum and 
he’s refuelling with a cigarette in his 
mouth.

■ What's the area like for comedy? 

It’s a great place. Every part of 
London has a different atmosphere 
but Greenwich is great for its mixture 
of hipsters and geezers. The audiences 
are full of students, people who were 
recently students or geezers from 
somewhere like Bexleyheath. They’ve 
got that roar. 

The geezers provide what you want 
- a little bit of energy and that little 
bit is key. Geezers are like salt. A little 
bit is fine, too much and the land will 
go barren for years. 

■ Looking forward to performing 
under the tent at the festival? 

Definitely. This summer I’ve done 
Glastonbury, T In The Park, both V 
Festivals, Hop Farm and Latitude 
and with them you’ve got what us

comedians call a lot of bleed. You’re 
trying to tell jokes but Chase and 
Status are on stage next door with a 
big sound system. Greenwich is like a 
rock’n’roll festival without having to 
scream your jokes at people. 

It’s a great festival. Will’s one of the 
best in the business and knows what 
comedians want. But don’t let him 
know I’m praising him. Just say I’ve 


known him since he was a kid and 
he’s a little s***bag. 

■ Do comedians always get along? 

We actually do. At Greenwich we’ll 
just natter away on couches over 
a beer. It’s a small world and we’re 
congenial people yet all of us are not 
quite the full shilling.

Religious comedy

F ollowing a huge crowdfunding 
campaign David Baddiel’s cult 
movie The Infidel has made 
its way onto the stage - with 
added music. 

Theatre Royal Stratford East has 
taken on the show, which co-director 
Kerry Michael describes as having “an 
exciting original new voice and some 
great tunes”. 

The stage show will feature music 
from Erran Baron Cohen who has 
revealed his pop writing talents in his 
score.

■ Why did you choose Theatre Royal 
Stratford East to work with on this 
show? 

TRSE showed interest from the 
start and have been behind the 
development of the project through 
workshops. 

It’s a theatre with a long history 
in multicultural and alternative 
theatre, in the most diverse borough 
in London (possibly in Britain), so we 
all felt that it was a good fit with The 
Infidel, which is a relentlessly multi¬ 
cultural musical. TRSE also has a great 
record of putting on new musicals, 
which is something not many other 
theatres do. 

■ Why do you think so many people 
got behind the project with the 
kickstarter campaign? 

The Infidel is a cult movie, but one 
that ended up being distributed in 
many countries. Those people who 
like it feel ownership of it and like the 
idea of being part of a new version. 

■ What do you hope people will get 
from the musical that the film may 
not have been able to provide? 

Well, first off, some brilliant music, 
written by the amazing composer 
Erran Baron Cohen. Though mainly 
a film composer he turns out to have 
an incredible ear for a pop tune. 

The songs in the show are very 
catchy - they are proper songs, not 
cod-opera. But also, it’s a bigger, 
more colourful, entertainment than 
the movie, as a musical must be: an 
all-singing, all-dancing extravaganza. 

I’ve also changed the story 
somewhat plus I’ve put in loads of 
new jokes and cut some of the bad 
ones.

■ You're performing with Rich Hall, Stewart 
Frances and Craig Campbell on Saturday. 
What are they like? 

All good guys. I founded the Altitude 
Festival with Marcus Brigstocke a 
few years ago in the French Alps, 
and Craig was always one of 
the first we booked.

Trying to grow your 
own with limited space? 
There’s always a way, 
writes Rachel Bishop 

A fter horse meat popped up in numer¬ 
ous ready meals last year, people 
are understandably more concerned 
about what they’re eating. 

For anyone wanting to take back control of 
what they put in their bodies, Surrey Docks 
Farm green mentor Kirsten Downer said they 
should start by growing their own. 

She is running classes at the farm to show 
how easy it can be to grow fruit and veg even 
if all you have is a balcony or a windowsill. 

She said: “Growing from home makes you 
feel a bit more of a human being - it let’s you 
take back control of where your food comes 
from. 

“It also allows you to grow organic and to 
bring more greenery into your home.” 

Kirsten admitted she wasn’t always as green- 
fingered as she is now, which might prove 
encouraging for anyone who seems to wither 
plants just by looking at them. 

She said: “I used to kill plants loads in my 20s 
and then I just got into growing them properly 
over time - it’s just about thinking it through. 

‘You need to decide what will fit with your 
lifestyle, what plants you actually want to 
grow and what you will give your time to. 

“As the temperatures are dropping now it is

a little trickier, but you just have to be more 
creative. 

“It’s a matter of choosing the right crop that 
can cope with lower temperatures and light 
levels.” 

Kirsten suggest micro-growing for those 
really short of space, where plants like carrots 
and salad leaves are harvested within 7-10 
weeks. 

She said: ‘With salad leaves you don’t need 
much room to grow them as they don’t have 
very long roots. 

“They are also great to use with a technique 
called ‘cut and come again’, where you just take 
a few leaves each time and then they will grow 
back. This can sustain you for two or three 
months.” 

The balcony growing class, which is part 
of the Blooming Southwark programme to 
encourage people into a greener lifestyle, is 
now fully booked, but further classes in the 
programme are still available.

How to make clothes 
to stand out in a crowd

Sewing guru Libby

L ibby Rose runs sewing tutori¬ 
als in Greenwich and Black- 
heath. Here she offers her 
four favourite techniques 
you can use to give clothes a personal 
touch without spending hours darn¬ 
ing, stitching or crocheting. 

■ Applique 

When you cut out a shape that you 
want to attach to a piece of clothing, 
cut the same shape out in a product 
called Bondaweb and pop that between 
your shape and the fabric. Then iron it 
on. 

You can leave the shape on without 
stitching, but it will eventually fall off 

LIBBY'S HACKS 

★ Top tips to avoid getting tied 
up in knots when making 
changes with needle and thread. 

■ Tie a full, double knot when 
securing a thread. 

■ If you're hand sewing get a hoop - 
as this tightens the fabric and keeps it 
more stable while you're working. 

■ When securing the fabric ready to 
sew, face the pins towards the edges 
you're sewing together, as it's easier 
to take them out as you go then. 

■ When machine sewing ask the shop 
assistant when you're buying fabric 
about the size of needle needed.

and, of course, I would say you should 
always do these things properly and 
sew them. 

■ Add a third dimension 

It’s really simple to add a little 
something to your clothes by sewing 
on a few buttons or ribbons. 

Doing this takes no time at all but 
the effect can be a powerful one - it 
makes an outfit appear more 3D and 
will make you stand out from the 
crowd. 

■ Bias binding 

This is a tape cut at 45 degrees to the 
weave of a fabric and is sewn round 
the edges of garments. 

It can be good for adding a little 
colourful touch to the edge of a skirt 
or dress - or, if you have just taken 
a hem up and don’t want to re-hem 
the item, adding this is a neat and easy 
solution. 

■ Panels 

Break up the monotony of a plain skirt 
with a panel sewn into the fabric. 

Lie the panel on top, so the materials 
are face-to-face and sew along the 
seam. It’s a really easy way to make a 
skirt a little more exciting.

W est Ham’s Karren Brady 
has given the biggest 
indication yet that the 
club would veto any bid 
by Tottenham to make a temporary 
move to the Olympic Stadium.

There’s 
something for everyone from 
expensive hospitality to kids for a 
quid.” 

She added the club would use the 
stadium to help the Irons become one 
of the top sides in the country, with 
profits invested back into the team. 

“Our ambition is to be a top six 
club,” she said. “Having 54,000 people 
here is part of that and helps us build 
the team. It will also give us the best 
multi-sports ground in Europe and 
one of the greatest stadiums in the 
world.”
